clal meeting of neutral nations prob- 
ably will be held some tlmo before 
Christmas, eithrr at Th'-. Hague, 
llernc or CopenhnKen. t" a»''>mpt to 
bring about peace In h^urope. r>r. 
Jordan conveyed to tho I'rcsldent a 
resolution front tho Peaoe Congress, 
urging him to eo-«9orata with other 
neutralH in ealttag taah a confer- 
ence. 

In ;i ^tatvment laid Ik for.^ the 
I'resldi nt liy Or. Jordiui tl whs d. - 
elannl that as » rebult of rec nt n:ii+- 
alons to the (jovornmeuts of the war- 
ring nations, it could ho stated that 
while the nations at war were not 
wining themaehres to begin negotia- 
tions for peace, "there is neverthi- 
leaa abundant evidoiee that tho.ie 
cbart'ed with the admlnUtratioa of 
the foreign poltdea of these nationH 
would welcome, or at least not op- 
pose, afflrmatlve action by a neutral 
agency to bring about a peace based 
on international Justice." 

Dr. Jordan kald that, while no offl- 
rial informarion was available, peaoe 
advocates had learned from •j'lolli- 
elal sources In Holland, Swei'.en. 
Swltterland, Denmark and Spain 
that those couHtrlen would be glad 
to take 9art in any movement^ to 
further the cause of peace. Dr. Jor-

Lot hner, secretary of the Chicago 
Ponce Society, and who acted as sec- 
retary to Miii.s Jane Addams, o( Chl- 
iMgo, when she vinited Rnrope as a 
representative of the Women's Peace 
Congress, and much of the Informa- 
tion communicated to the President 
to-day wai gathered by Mlas Ad- 
dumg :<'<d tier eompanioaC^ 

Or. .lordan took the poeitlon that 
it uould lie more i.;uunil for the 
European neutraU to invito tho 
United States to participate in the 
peace conference than (or the United 
States to issue the InvlUtton. He 
bald that an uiiofSctal meeting of 
peace advocates at Heme December 
14, at wh'eh i-lans for brinKliiif 
about peace will be dii^euHiiud, would 
be attended by people from tho Unit- 
ed States.
